Reason for tine Action. 
In opening the case Mr. Lanplev 
said that this action w-as not taken 
in any spirit of i)i'rsecution or desire 
to harm Mr. fireenwood personally, but 
Col. tlall had laid tlie information be- 
cause ho thought it necessar.\- to jiut a 
stoj) lo any act of Interference on tlie 
part o{ any union or individual with 
any member of the regiment while on 
duty and in uniform.

He re,-id a si'i-tion from 
the King's regulallons wliieh apply In 
Canad.'L which set forth the duty or 
bandmasters, which Inelud.'d r'-siinnst- 
hility for the conduct of the members 
of the band wiiile jdaying at iirivato 
enterta imnents and oiber non-military 
oecasion.s. lb- said that the law of 
.t'ajiadii was that militiamen while In 
uniform were sub.i((cl to military law 
<ind that playing In uniform wlih pei-- 
rnlssion from the commanrllng officer 
was a reco.irnlzed part of the military 
dutlos of all l.iands, in the ])?-oiier jjer- 
Ciirn-iance of wlib-h the credit of the 
regiment was involved. He added that 
an attempt had been niiide by au alien! 
organi'/.ation with Its headipiarlers Ini 
the St.-ites, the American l-'ederation 
of r,abi)r, to Interfere willi the mem- j 
hers ot the Canadi.in militia, while In 
the ])i;rforMiance of their diil.\- iiltliougli| 
the rules and b>laws of the union dldj 
not foridd members from joining the| 
militia and must therefore be held to 
have aciiuli.'sced in tin- rules govei'nlng 
the militia. 

Bandmastqr's Evidence. 
Alfred Rumsby, bandmaster, took 
the stand, and In response/ to questions 
said:

As bixndm.'ister I am respon- 
sible to Col. Hall for tho general ap- 
pearance, conduct, attondnnce and _ot- 
llciency of the band. 1 w:ia suspended 
from the union for tho cause montloii- 
ed in letter shown mo. The concert 
in cpiestion w;is tho last of the series 
given in i3eacon lllll pai-k b.\- arrnngo- 
menl with tho city, I had the colonel's 
poi'mlsslon In writing for the band to 
.•ipiiear in uniform. ()rie(,> I i)laye(l In 
unlfiirm without iiermlsson and was 
leprlin.andeil. f] am b.\' occupation a, 
musician and first .lolned the union in 
Clilc.'i.iio thirteen >'ears ago. I re- 
.lolned It after a trip to Kngland of 
about eight months' duration and have 
been a imm-iber over since. . My sus- 
pension has made it dlflloult for me to 
earn my living as I llnd It very dlfli- 
cult to fulfil my cngaBctncnts, The 
union opposes me In every way. Tliere 
is nothing In the .byla\va. tft prevent a 
militiaman becoming-, a •member of tlio 
union." . . 

'I'he witness llien fead the army re- 
gulations reialing to the duties of. a 
bandmaster. i 

In cross-examination he stated that

Ho 
had not been ordered to play, btit had 
rcceivoii permission to do so, and 
could iiunlsh non-attondlng members 
of the band. Whi.'n pressed he said he 
supjiosed he would not have contraven- 
ed any order by not playing as ho had 
not received a direct order. 

"Uy wliut stretch of imagination did 
you think you were on duty that dav''" 
asked ,\[r. .McPliiilip.s. 

"1 consider that f was. It Is part of 
my duty as bamluiastor to act on such 
occasions." 

Reiil.vlng to other ifuestions, he said 
he hud never played at a Chinese 
funeral In uniform, nor had the band 
since he had been a member of it. 
Some of tlio band had gmie in unlforni 
to Port . Atjgeles, , May 21, to plav 
without permtsslpn.'. He did not go 
himself,' but a.s bandmaster, and so 
responslblo for the band, ho had after- 
wards bei.ni called on the carpet bv 
the colonel. 

Mr. .Mcl'hilliiis tlion attacked the 
uniform ipiesiinn, ni'on which he laid 
great stress ilinuighout tin.? day, ills 
point be-iug lh;it bei-ause members of 
the IkiuiI did not wear the oi-dinary 
ser\-lee rap of thi' rcginieni while 
Iilayhii; that llu'reforc! they *vere not 
In unilorm, .\ peaked cap was i)ro- 
dueeil. made b.\- the' Cincinnati Ue- 
galia company, bi|t the witness stated 
tliut lie did not weur It, nor even one 
like It. The cap hp vvore was a 
bandmaster's cap, madt^. in London, 
which he had procured from a for- 
mer bandmaster, though other mein- 
bors of the band wore similar raps. 
In reply to a nucstion that was press- 
ed haiil on liim ho refused to siiy 
lhal "the union stuiliously refrained 
fi-oni 1 iiterlering witli the militia." He 
stated that be and members of the 
band got most of tho money received 
lor Hie concerts, and that It did not 
go to Ibc regiment, but he hellex-ed 
there was ,1 small balance paid to 
the credit of the band fund. 

.•\ SI Li I what detriment he had re- 
ceived from the action uf the union 
in respect to his future iierfonminco 
of military duties, lie said he had re- 
ceived n'Oie, but that he had receiveil 
detriment in ills civil capacity in liiat 
it liad been made bardi.'r for lilm to 
earn his living. 

Col. Holmeo is Called. 

The ne,\t uiluess, I'ol. Holmes, D. 
C. I)., );a.vi- sm.-ill salisfacllou to tho 
counsel 'or the ib lens", and w.'is very 
strong In his assei-tion that lb-.- i"; cl 
was eugageil in the perlormauce of 
its duties at that lime, as provin ■.! 
for in the roguiations, »nd also that 
they were in the proper uniform of 
their corps at the time. He testified 
that he had been 46 years in the mi- 
litia and that all military matters in 
British Columbia wer^ under his con- 
trol as scnilor ofbcer. Ho said that 
the duties of a bandmaster. ;un.ingst 
others, were to rommnnd tne hand a:i I 
See thai its members "aclcd, looked 
.•ind dressed like soldiers," He gave 
iuslaiue:- 111' ocea.-iions on which he 
had prtdiiiiiteil the hand from play- 
ing, and had insinicted Col. Hall on 
his l;ikliig over tile eommanil that 
the hand should not take jirivate en- 
i:agements withoill his permission. 
C'ol. Hall was res|ionslble. 

"If the band luid 'jjidiavod badly in 
the park on tliat oecasi.on, Col. Hall 
would have hoard' fif6*m'ine;"''sald 'Gol. 
Holmes. Tho point this evidence was 
Intended to bring out was that all 
such functions • were contemiilatod 
and expressly provided for by the reg- 
ulations, and that oimsennently tlioy 
were part of the regular military duty 
of a banii, which was therel'iire while 
so- emiiloved amenable to military 
discipline.' He said that in his -Ifi years 
of service he had never heard of ii 
similar act of InK.'rferenoe. 

.Mr. .McPhiliilis wanted to know what 
authority the regiment had to possess 
a band, ami was Informed that the 
.■lutlioritx- WHS pnblislied annualb' bi 
the Cjinada C.-r/ette. .Asked as to u 
b;indsman's duties wlien enlisted, he 
replied; 

"When ;i mail's enlisted, his cluty 
is to do ns lie is told." 

He added that certain men were Jo- 
tailed to act as bandsmen, but tliat did 
not relieve thorn of liability for oth'-r 
kinds of service. Tliey were still sol- 
diers find If ordered to do so, would 
have to .serve the guns. Answering 
further questions along the same lino 
In an attempt to show that bands 
when employed as on tho occasion in 
nucstion wore not employed In mili- 
tary duty, tho colonel said: 

"The band ot the regiment is or- 
ganized under the law, which permits 
of private engugementa beln.?: under- 
taken with ttjc consent of tho com- 
manding officer. The authority < r: this 
occasion was military custom as well 
as the law. Such concerts are nlven 
for extra pay the world over in all 
services. The regulations pnjvide e.\- 
(ireasly for such occasions, and as tliey 
were playing on such an occasion v> lth 
the necessary iierinisslon they were 
in performance of their duty, and a-i 
express order to i>iay wa.s not neces- 
sary. Militiamen in mufti are under 
military law only when the whol(> re- 
giment is called out. but directly •■m 
enlisted man puts oii Ills uniform he 
brings hlmsidf under military law." 

Mr. :\lcPhiili|is tried liard to makn 
both this witness and llie next say that 
a direct order was ueeessary before a 
inilitiaiiian could b" said 10 be engaged 
iiiion his ilul.\- wiibiii the me.-iuiug of 
the Militia ;ict, hut ill \-ain. 

Then came ilie ijue.sfion of miiform 
and Col. Ilulmes pooh-poohed the idea 
tliat the men were not in uniform be- 
cause t'ne memliers of the hand wore 
the cap In evidence, which is not tho 
seri,-ice cap served out liy the govern- 
ment, lie said the cat) In (lucsllon Is 
worn by military bands all over tho 
rirltl.sh empire and he had approved of 
it, which was all that was necessary 
to make it a' part of the uniform of 
the corps. The- fact that it had been 
made In the States made no difference. 
He explained that the n.C.O. was the 
final authority as to uniforms, and that 
whatever he permitted to be worn 
wa.s the uniform unless and until his 
orders wore rcv'okoil fioiu Ottawa. Ho 
further added lhal it was the custom 
In all armies for tne unifnrni of liie 
bands in minor iletails to bo governed 
by tlie capricfi of the coniniamliug oill- 
cers, wlio wore allowed to do iiracticaliy 
as they iileaseil. lie inslauceil the 
hand of the Royal Irish Cuards whicli 
visited Vli'tori.-i, tlie members of which 
won: a lot of gold lace on their tunics 
not iirovided for by the regulations. 
Asked If the government of Can;ida 
owned tho caps in (|uestinii, ho said: 

"Tho government of ("anada owns 
the caiis directly they jnit tlioin on 
tlielr heads." 

Arrangement Sanctioned 

After explaining how sucli concerts 
aro arranged for by Miijor \Vilson, 
president of the band, Col. Hall, the 
next \vltn(!ss, staled that he had sanc- 
lloru'd the arra ug'eineut.

He added that a siieclal ca|) for the 
band was universal throughout the 
service. 

For the Prosecution 
No evidence being put in liy the de- 
fense, Mr. Langloy iiroceeded to .^iim 
U|) for the prosecution. Ho subiiiitted 
that the case was jiro\-cd up to the 
lllll, thai he had shown thai Umnsby 
was all enlisted man, that he ua.i 
dressed in tiie uniform of his coriis as 
apiiroved by liis comnianilig ollicer, 
and that he was iieri'm-niiiig his duty 
l\A proviiieil fur liy tlii.^ King's regula- 
tions, which, by section 71 of tlio 
Militia .Act are made jiart of tin- law 
governing the Canadian militia, and 
poinied out tliat tlie bandmaster was 
made responsible for disciiiliiie as well 
as instruction. 

"Such concerts by niilitar\- liands," 
Bald Mr. Langloy, "are the universal 
custom all over Canada and in every 
civilized country. If these concerts 
were not conducted under military law 
iind regulations, tho re-^nlts might be 
very mlsohlovouB, and incidents. might 
readily occur which would bring bofh 
tho regiment and the King's uniform 
into di.^ropute, Tlie colonel must be 
resprinsllile for the men. Under these 
clrciinistances it is outrageous that 
any union or organiziilion, and c>spcci- 
ally a- foreign one, should be allowed 
to interfere with the militia, tlie first 
line of defense In Canada." 

He iiolnfod out thai the Militia Act 
had been recently changed In 'order to 
bring ever.v man under military law 
when clothed in the uniform of h\< 
corps. He added that Caere were not 
so nuiiu- Induci^inenls as there should 
be to get men to enlist, -o those In 
nutliority should frown down on .such 
nets, and refieated that the proseoutlon 
u.is hrouglit ,is a matter of duty, arid 

not out of Sfiite. 

View of the Defence 

.Mr. ?.lrl'liillips In an eloiiuent Bpeecll 
conliuded that ltuiiisb.\' was not en- 
gaged in the iici'formance rif a military 
duty, liecau.^e the wilnesses agreed 
that lie w.'is not actiii.g in obedience to 
an order. 'I'lius, ne conleiided. thiit 
Uniiisli.\- was engage'd in his civil call- 
ing, and that no one, wdiether a union 
or an individual, shoiild be hampered 
In their olvH occupations by military 
law. The union was a lawful body act- 
ing wlthlnf the 'Ia\V," and the militia was 
trying to put Itself above the union. 

"Tlio militia Is trying to get a band 
outsldo tho union's reach, wlilcli It Is 
not (Mititled to do," said ,'\lr. Mc- 
Phlllips.

WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 



A good deal Is being said nowa- 
""days about the responsibility of the 

' Liberal nioinbcrs in llio House of 
' Commoii.s ironi this innvinco for the 
. failure of the goveriinient to Hafe- 
■ ^jguard the country against an influx 
; of Japanese, while providing for the 
application of the Anglo-Japauosc 

■ treaty to Canada. We do not suijposc 
that It would have been po.ssible in an 

v'Act of that nature to have JncludiHl 
.ra . provLsion excluding: Japanese from 
thf c'dunlry. That would be an ali- 

■ .suidity uijon the face ol" It, but there 
vought to have been concurrent logis- 
i^iation making general provisions in 
.-respect to Immigration on ,the llms 

of the N'atal .\ct. Il is for their fall- 
-rire to Insist uri"n some mi^asure of 
ithis kind bclnpr adojjtcd that tliey 
bought to be tiekl responsible, and no 
Hvords can be too .strong in condem- 
' fiiatlon of their utter lack of appreci- 
■^ation of their duty In that^ regard, li 
spom.s to ns that it was esiieclally tlic 
duty nf Mr. Temi'leman, who holds 
a seat in the Cabinet, to have directed 
;.the attention of his colleagues to tlio 
'necessity of such legislation, and hl.s 
omi.ssion to do so cannot be excused. 

But we think tlie real faidt i;ii.st 
bo sought oven further back. During 
,_.^lhe last ten yeHrs the British Colum- 
'ijla legislature has vainly sought to 
■regulate Oriental Immigration into 
the province, and every effort has 
been frustrated by the eour.se pur- 
sued by the iMiurler ministry. In 1897 
a Bill was passed forbidding the em- 
ployment of Chinese or .lapaneso upon 
certain work. The Colonist dehned 
Its position in respect to such legis- 
lation while the iqjeasure ..was .pond- 
ing. It pointed out 'that Ky the B. .N. 
A. -Act the' i-ight to legislate respect- 
ing a!i(.>ns wa,s coiWVtrred upon the 

■ Dpniinion Parliament,. . ami that any 
^eimbtm^ts p'assea: at ^Victoria, liaving 
■■such''"an ''aptlllfcati(>n would cdrtainly 

be disallowed at' Ottawa. The fate of 
this measure of IS'.iT showed tliat we 
were rl^ht, for Lieulcnant-CJovorijor 
Dewdneyi^was Instructed to withhold 
his assent to the BlKl,- which he did. 
Since then all attoriipt.s to restrict 
such immigration or the privileges of 
Orientals in the provln.ce have met 
with substantially -the same fate. They 
received the lieutenant-governor's as- j 
sent and were promi'ily disallowed, 
until this . year, when Limitcnant- I 
Governor Dunsmiiir withheld assent j 
from the liowser T!ill. There never 
has bean the least doubt since 1S97 | 
that the Dominion government did 
not propose to permit the legislature 
of this province lo deal witii the Ori- 
ental question. It is nut necessary to 
inciuiro, tliereforo, whollier the provi- 
sions of the B. N .A. Act In. regard to 
immigration do not vest sufflclent 
authority in the local liouse to pass 
the iicodefl le.cjislat i. oi. The right of 
disallowance is not governed by con- 
stitutional limitations, but may be ex- 
ercised upon grounds of policy. 

It will he recalled that Mr. Joseph 
Ch.Mrnijorlain at one time wrote a des- 
l)atch, in which ho pointed out that 
tlie rieme^y against an influx of Orl- 
ehtals'was by the passage' of 'a meas- 
ure on the lines of the Xatal 
Act, and, if ineniiiry serves us aright, 
ho expressly aa^d that this was a mat- 
tec . for the Dominion Parliament. 
Whether he did so or not is not ma- 

(! terial, since, as such legislation would 

•; not bo considered as opjiosed to the 
policy of the Imperial government. It 
was very clear that the Uomlnlon 

. Parliament was the body to pass it, 
and for two roasoiLs; flrst, because 

. sucli a law ought to be applicable to 
all Canada alllce. ■,\n(\ second, because 
the Dninlnirm g(i\'iM-niii( nt wmihl not 
consent to the passage of such legls- 

i^.lation by ono of the provinces. Grant - 
''•Ing thn-t It was desirable to restrict 
Oriental immigration to a nilnlniuin. 
it Is vor.\- elenr that llie only wa.\- in 
which it could have been accomp- 
lished, In view of the policy of the 
Dominion government in respect to 
local Acts on the subject, w;is by 
means of an Act of tlu; feder.il Par- 
liament. This is so very clear tliat it 
seems as if the only logical conclu- 
sion from the facts Is that the pres- 
ent Dominion governmont lia.s not de- 
sired to place any furtlier ol)stacles 
in the way of Oriental immigration 
than such as are provided in the law 
Imposing the $500 head tax upon Clii- 
namon. If an ojipositi' pnliey bail pre- 
vailed and the Dominien go\-ernnient 
had taken hold of the que.stion wiieii 
it began to bo acute and had passed a 
law providing certain tests similar to 
those, wlilch the legislature of this 
province has vainly endeavored to en- 
force, there would have been no (.)rl- 
cntal question.. 

While the Laurler cabinet is pri- 
marily responsible to the people for 
the omission to pass such 'a law and 
directly answerable for the c.NlstluH^ 
state oi: things, tlie people of Itrillsh 
Columbia must look to their repre- 
sentatives and hold tliem to account. 
Mr. Templeman has been either In 
the Senate or the House of Ctiinniona 



during substantially all the time dur- 
ing which this subject has / occupied 
public attehtion.tbut we cannot ' recall 
a single occasion upon which ho 
voiced the sentiments of tlie people 
of British Columbia in reference to 
It, except perhaps as to the. Chlneso 
liead tax. ~ Mr. Ralph S'mlih has bVeh* 
a conspicuous member of the House 
of Connnons during tlie same period, 
and if he raad'j any .effort to restrict 
Oriental Irnmlgratlon , gonqraliy, wo 
have forgotten the occasion. So wo 
may also say of isrossrs. Macpherson, 
Sloan, Ross and Galllher. 'L^he s(de 
exception Is Mr. Kennedy, but his 
protest was ignored by his colleagues. 
We can"' understand that, if one should 
ask Sir AViU'rid l.anrlcr why ho did 
not request Parliament to pass a 
measure like the Natal Act, he might 
reply that the people ot British Col- 
umbia had sent representatives to Ot- 
t;nva who had his Car, and that al- 
though he^had advised the Governor- 
General to disallow all enactments of 
the Provincial legislature -jto that ef- 
fect, not oiie of these gentlemen had 
over i)roteslcd or suggested that Par- 
liament should itself deal with the 
question. W'd do not .say that tills 
excuses him, but we' do say that it 
shows the degree of the responsibility 
which rests upiui the shoulders of the 
men, wlio luavea b.\- their inaction in 
tills regard completely misrepresented 
the wishes ot the people whom, they 
are suiiposed to represent. There 
would lia',e been no Oriental question 
in Canaila. if tlie representatives of 
tlio [irovliii'e in tlie House of Com- 
iiioiis, who liave had the confidence 
of tile Laurier ministry, had not 
failed utterly in their duty, b'or this 
the people must lioUi tliem responsi- 
ble, and they will do so wlienever o|)- 
portunity offers. 

PLAYING WITH FIRE. 

Mr. Joseph Martin goes about arm- 
ed with all kinds of weapons for the 
special purpos^ of iisin.g them upon 
Mr. Templeman, and Mr. W. M'. C. 
.Mclnnis Is a walking arsenal with Mr. 
J. A. Macdonald as his objective point. 
We do not know that the people of 
British Columbia are very greatly 
concerned as to the result of the im- 
pending fracas between these _ folk. 
They could afford \o look on with in- 
difference if it were not that Messrs. 
Martin and Mclnnls are appealing to 
racial passions and prejudjce, be- 
cause by so doing they are able to hit 
llicir opponents some very serious 
blows. Xo human being, wlio has 
readied the age of discretion, is 
absurd enough to believe that Messrs. 
Martin and Mclnnls are In any special 
sense the' friends of .anythiijg except 
their own ambitions. In tliem • both 
r)ugnaeity is Incarnate. There was a 
time wlicin they fouglit with .>acli 
otljer; now they have joined forces to 
fight a common enemy, which is not 
the surplus population of ■ the Orient, 
but those two eminently Occidental 
gentlemen, Messrs. Templeman and 
Macdonald. The indications are that 
they will do very effeelive work, but 
i- seems unfortunate that they can 
tind po other way of doing U than by 
exciting the prejudices ot the people 
against all Asiatics. Wo are not very 
greatl.v concerned about what the.\- 
say and do in regard to .lajian. Tlial 
I)OWer can be trusted to estimate tlieir 
attitude at its proper value, and the 
good sense of the governments con- 
cerned can be trusted to find a satis- 
factory solution of tlie emignvtion of 
•Tapanese to Canada not witlistandlng 
the mock heroics in which they In- 
dulge. The danger lies in thi' cre- 
ation of a feeling of unreasoning hos- 
tility against our fellow subjects from 
India. The Colonist believes that 
Hindu immigration into .\merlca Is a 
stupendous mistake: but it is a mistake 
that may easily be made oven more 
serious than it is. The tr..:atment ac- 
corded to Hindus in Canada will be 
known throughout India, and may 
create difficulties there, the gravity of 
n-hich no ono can estimate. The 
gentleeien referred to are playing 
with lire, and tlic worst feature of the 
case is that perfectly innocent people 
may bo burned. 

^ bourI^ssa's defeat. 

As a matter of f;iet. so far as Cana- 
11.111 liolille;! are eone<-rned. the defe.-it 
o^ Mr. Bounissa has no special slgni- 
li< aiiee. If he could liavo been elect- 
ed against the combined forces of tlie 
Dominion and provincial governments. 
It would have meant very much, but 
no one nei'd lay awake o' nights won- 
ili-riiig liow IL came about tliat "tiie 
r)ntcb liave lalien Holland." Yet we 
think it Is a. matter for congratula- 
tion that ho made so very poor a show- 
ing, not because of its bffoct In Can- 
ada, where it will be nil, but because 
of the cdiiinientH his success would 
\);iyi- I'lieiled alu'oad. .Mr. P.onrassa 
stiinds for tlie aulilhesis of vvliat is 
unlerstood in Canada .as Imperialism, 
lie is by no means unpatriotic; he is 
not dlsKiyal; but his ideas as to Ihi; 
r(dalloi:s. wliii'll Canaila ;in<l tli(> 
United Kingdom ouglit to bear to each 
otlier are not those held by the ma- 
jority of the people of the Dominion 
and uould, If carried into effect, tend 
to disrupt the lOiiiiiire. 'I'liere is no 
lu'olialiilit.v tli;i( Ibis played all.^• j'art 
at th<> election in liellecliasse. Doubt- 
lesH not live per cent, of the voters In 
that coniitituoncy ever gave the sub- 
ject of Imperial relations ten minutes' 
serious thought, but our critics abroad 
would lun ha\'e stopped to think about 
tliat, luid Mr. Bourassa's election or 
even his defeat by a narrow majority 
would have been regarded as proof 
that his views haS secured a strong 
liold in the minds of .the pooplo of the 
pravlnco of Quebec. Wo may now 



safely as.sert that they have not made 
any impression at .all upon the popular 
mind. We do not claim that Mr. 
Bourassa's peculiar opinions on Im- 
perial questions cut any llguro wliat- 
ever in the election, for wo are satis- 
fled ,yiat..thoy did not. We do claim 
that the "fact that they failed to cut 
any figure demonstrates that the peoplo 
of Quebec arc not troubling themselves 
over his attitude on that .subject. 

A flAg -incident. 

The other day in Seattle a lady tele- 
phoned to the Chief of Police a.sklng 
if he would not, order her neighbor to 
pull down ' t'lie 'Union Jack, which was 
Hying on his promises. The Chief 
replied that he had no authority to do 
so. Then she wanted to know if he 
could, not.compel him to.'put the United^ 
States , flag above the btlver, «nd orico' 
more the Chief replied that he could 
not. A few minutes later a man called 
at the residence of the offender and 
entered 'a.pro.test tin bahiUf of ]the ladJJ' 
and the latter thereupon,' being' a man 
of peace, took down the objectionable 
piece of bunting. Tlie matter is not 
important in itself. It is simply 
another instance of the singular 
narrowmindednesa, wlilch prevails 
in the United . States; • but there 
is a lesson in It for CnnadlaVs. The 
people of this country are ver;'' much 
glv,'ii lo Hying the Lliiited States Hag 
for decorative purposes, and sonRtime.^ 
out of erunplimeiit to visitors. No Cana- 
dian cares anything about it, or rath'er 
none would care, it there was a Uttlo 
reciprocity, but when they l;now, as 
many of them are bi ginning to un- 
derstand tliat what is meant as a 
compliment, or lias really no meaning 
at all, is understood by 'people from the 
United States to be prompted by de- 
sire to acknowledge the surpassing 
gr(^atness of tliat country, th(^.v dei not 
like to see the Stars and Striiies tly- 
ing In this country under any circuni- 
stances whatever except officially. No 
Canadian objects to the hoisting of the 
United States flag by the United States 
consul. In fact, if he should omit to 
disjilay it, there would be a feeling of 
surprise. But there is a difference 
between the people of the two coun- 
tries, much the same as that between 
tlie man who Itnows that he Is respect- 
able and one who Is not quite sure 
about it.

"THE COMEDY OF ERRORS"

hook known as the Gcsta Grayorum. 
published in l.'iUI, but the name itself 
did not apjiear in connection with the 
play until six yetir.? later", when it Is 
named as "one of the six excellent 
comedies" of Siiakcapeare. From some 
expressions used in It, thq siippo.^itlon 
Is that it was written ab'out 1590. The 
plot is not original with Shakespeare. 
It Is derived from an old farce, which 
under various gui.sos, has found .-i place 
ill I'reiich, German and Italian litera- 
ture. It was doulitless of Latin origin, 
and 1.1 generally ascribed to Plautus, 
who , was described as "the mo.st 
excellent wlltlo poet" by a writer in 
ir>n.^. Some parts of the play seem to 
have been taU(,'n almost directly from, 
the work of Plautus, as translated by 
William Warner. The introduction of 
tlie two Dromio3 is Shakespeare's own 
conception, and all the pathos of the 
I 'Story l3 his. This Is tlie shortest of 
all the great dramatist's plays. The 
long speeches by Aegeon in the flrst 
act are purely Shakespearian, and 
there is nothing morr- deeply pathetic 
In all ids writing.-. 'I'li'Me are not, to 
use the expression of a rather Im- 
mature critic, as many "quotations" in 
"The Comedy of Errors" av? In most ot 
the other dramas, by which we niean 
that not very many expressiinis In the 
pby have come into common use; yet 
there are some that are worth a niche 
in the memory. Thus at the end of 
Scene 1, Act 11, I.uciana say.^: "How 
iinuiy fond fools sei'\-e mad jealousy!" 
just after Adriana has said: 
"fciince that tny bi';iui.\- cannot please 
hi.^ eye, 

I'll wee|) wliafs left awa.\-, .•iiid weeiilug 
die." 

Again, when Adri:ina addri-sses her 
huslianil in the second sciMie of the 
same act, .~lie says: 

'"I'lie time was f>nce when thou un- 
urged ^>■ollllls'l own ' 
Tliat never words wen' music to thine 
ear, 

'i'liat never cdijecl pleasing to thy eye, 
Thai never touch well welcome to thy 
hand, 

That never meat sweet-'savoured to 
thy taste, 

Unless I apoUo, or look'd or touched or 
carved to thee." 
Tills Is surely finely fhouglit out, 
and forcibly expressed. • In fact, the 
wiiole of .\'lrlana'.i lines, from which 
this extract is taken, are of the very 
hlgliest t.\i>e. Tliere are sonle very 
strong line.- in what lAiciana says at 
the ojieiilng of Scene II, Act UI. In- 
deed, 111 this pl:iy. Shakespeare, con- 
trar\' to his usual custom, has -given 
his striuigest expressions to his women.

IBreak Into Office, Bind Waicli- 
i mani Dynamite Safe, But 
i -?"'Are Scared Away 



' Vancouver,' B.C., Nov, 6— Between 
' one . and two o'clock this mornine: a 
Ideterintnea ganff of burglars eiitcroa 
ijtlie premlsej of the Vancouver Jfuw- 
ilng Co., between Seventh and i:ish!li 
iavonues, Ut. Ploa.sunt, cowed llic 
tinlght enginoor by holdUiB loiidrd rc- 

■ volvcrs to liiji lioad, tlicii i-uiTii:il lli<! 
man to tho ilKinaRor's private olllco 
where liis hands wero lied and a guard 
placed over him. Tlieii (itluT nioinl)erj 
of the gang Ktartfil at worli on the 
big safe of the company in tho ad- 
joining oflleo, driilod a liolo in tlio 
lower craclc of tlie dcK>r and insert-d 
u, charge oC nitro-glycerine. This nni

Tlio charge of burglary preferred 
against Frank Carlson, the convict, 
M ho wan released from the provincial 
3all -a month ahead of time, and took 
urivanta^o of his premature liberty to 
break Into a number, of hotels and 
boarding houses at Esquimalt, wa.s re- 
duced to a charge of theft by Ills 
Honor Judge Laiupman in th(! county 
court yesterday, but a coiiclctiiui oii 
the latter charge wm registered and 
a.-i a result, Carlson will spend the next 
two .\eurs in tlie New Woatmlnster 
penitentiary. 

i'Jvldence was adduced at the trial of 
Carlson yesterday which showed that 
the accused had made a general raid 
on the naval village the llrst night ln! 
was released from cajjtivlty. It was 
l)roven that he had broken into no less 
Ihun three places and had tried to get 
into others. Only oiw. charge was 
pressed lionie, however, l)y the aulhnr- 
itie.^, ;ina It ])rove(l sntllclent to cur- 
lain Carlson's liberty tor some time to 
come. 

•John Day, proprietor iil' the l'>s(iui- 
malt hotel, was the lirst witiies.^. He 
told of liudlug ills cash register upslile 
down on the flour of his bar at .^i 
o'clock in the morning, with tlie con- 
tents gone, and identltied a number of 
coins, keyo and receipts found on the 
prisoner when arrested, as his. John 
Beatty, the bartender, said ho had 
locked up the bur at 1 o'clock on the 
morning In question and descrltied 
bow ho had left things, lie tilso iden- 
tified the artlcl(!s found on the prisoner 
as belonging to the hotel. lie left a 
two dollar bill, a one dollar bill and 
tibout SlI In sllvei- in the till and most 
of this was found on Carlson. 

I'red Stetson, of the Sl'.ip hotel, told 
of l)elng arou.^ed by a noiso in ins bar 
about 1 a. ni., and going in and linding 
the jirisoner there. When asked how 
he had gotten in, Carlson said be had 
come through the door. Stetson started 
to look at the door and the prisoner 
fled out through the parlor window. 

ilonice Simins, deputy shipmaster at 
Rsquinialt, idcntlfled the- prisoner. as a 
mun he had seen -skulklns around tho 
town early in the morning o( tho rob- 
bery. He was In an alley back of his 
house. .Simm's overcoat was stolen 
during tlie night and wa.s found on 
Carlson when arrested. 

A c;ir conductor rememlicred bow 
Carlson liarl ridden Into town on Ills 
car on (.he fateful morning, ("arlson 
was quite drunk, and left a bottle be- 
hind him on tin; sr,-it. 

^Vardell Mutter, of ilie jail. e.\pl;iined 
how Carlson had been reli.'ased the 
d.iy of the robbery, lie had then only 
fUteen cenis on liliii. Conslabli' Con-t 
way told of the arrest at the- Helmoiit 
hotel, and Constable Cox rtdated toe 
occurrences of the search at the police 
station, when the articles produced in 
court were found on the prisoner. 

Tho prisoner in explaining tlie pres- 
ence p£ the mopey^ tojjnd on h'ln when 
arrested.' stated that he had sold a pair 
of gum boots that morning for J3.50 
and some old clothing for $12.50 to a 
second-hand dealer on Johnson street. 
- Judg<i .'.Liainpniiin adjourht'd fourt for 
an hour to Investigate tlie truth of tho 
Iirlsoner's story, and in tow of a cou- 
ple of constables, Carlson was taken 
down Johnson street to the ■.-eeond- 
li.and dealers. Mere it was found that 
lie had realized only f'l.hn for tlie cloth- 
ing, ,and tweiitv' cents for the boots. 

His honor conlcl not reconcile Die 
the prisoner's sttitement with the evi- 
dence adduced and found hliu guilty, 
reducing the charge to common theft. 
Ho then sentenced Carlson to two 
years In the penitentiary on tho con- 
viction. The other charges were not 
pressed by the crown. 

The court made an order for the re- 
turn of the overcoat to Mr. Simm, arid 
the money found on the prisoner to 
Mr. Day.

'111. tlii^ comfort ot cheery people. 
There is but one tiling like them — - 
that is sunsiiine. Tho sun in:ikes 
everybody glad. I'Jveii the animals 
run and leap, and seem more joyous 
when it shines out; and no human 
being can be so cross-grained, or so 
ill, that he does not brighten up a lit- 
tle when a great, broad, warm sun- 
hetim strenm.s ovor him, and clays on 
his face, it is just so with a cheery 
person. His simple presence makes 
even animals happier. Dogs know the 
difference between him and a surly 
man. When he pat.s them on the head, 
nnd speaks to them, thoy Jump and 
gambol about him Just as they do in 
the sunslilno. And when he comes into 
the room where people arc 111, or out 
of sorts, or dull and mojilng, they 
brighten up. in spite of themselves, 
just as the.\- do when a sudden sun- 
beam iiinirs in — only more so; for wo 
oflen see people so ill lliey do not care 
whethiM' thi> sun shines or not, or so 
I'l'oss that they do not (n-en care 
whether the sun slilnes or not; hut I 
h:i\-i\ ne\-(ir yet seen anybody so cross 
or so ill tlial the voice and face of a 
cheerv- per.^on does not" make him 
brighten uii a little. 

People who li:i\-e done things which 
have i.'iaile them famous, such ;is win- 
ning great batth.'s or tilling higli olllces, 
often have what are called "ovations." 
I-Iundreds of jjoopio get together and 
make a great procession, perhaps, tc 
go Into a great hall and make speech<:.s 
all t.o slio.w. that thoy respgnlze what] 
tho great man has done. After he is ! 
dead thoy build ;i stone monument to 
him, ficbaps, and celebrate his birth- 
day for a few years. Men work viH'y 
hiird, soiiiellnies Ijir a whole lifetime, 
to earn a. few thIngH of this sort. But 
ho\t niueh greater a lliliii; it \yoiild bo 
for a man to luive cv'cry man, womtm 
and chilli In his own tojjvn know nnd 
love his face because it was full of 
kindly, good cheer! Such <a itian has 
II iierpetual "ovation," year In and year 
out. whenever he walks In the .street, 
whenever ho enters a friend's hou.ie. 
, 1,'I.jlst likes to let her In at the door," 
said: an Irish servant" one day, ;0f. u 
Vvoman: 'I ilknww. ; \yhQse ifacc was al- 



ways cheery and bright; "tho face of 
her does one good, •.-<liure.'' 

If there was a recipe — a sure and 
certain recipe — for making a cheery 
person, we vvoulil all be glad to try it. 
There is no sucli recipe, and perhaps 
if there were, it is not auito certain 
we would all try it. It would take time 
tinil trouble. Chcerlness cannot be 
taught like writing "in twenty les- 
sons"; nor anaiyztid, and classllied, 
ami set forth in a manual, such a.s 
"The Art of Polite Conver.satlon," ot 
"Etiquette ?.Iade Easy for Ladies and 
Gentlemen." 1 bolieVe, that it Is, in the 
outset, a good gift from God at one's 
birth, very .'much dependent on one's 
body, and .,a, thing to be more pro- 
foundly 'srutieful for than all that 
genius ever inspired, or talent ever ac- 
complished. This is natural, spontan- 
eous, inevitable clieerines.s. This, if 
wo were not born with it. we cannot 
have But next best to this is deliber- 
ate, intended and iiersistent checrines.-. 
which wo can create, can cultivate, and 
can so foster and cherish that after 
a few years the world will never sus- 
pect that it Was not a hereditary gift 
handed down to us from generations. 

To do this we have only to watch 
the checrist people we know, und fol- 
low their example. Wo sliall see lirst 
that the cheery pei-.^on never minds — or 
if he minds, never says a word about 
— small worries, vexations, perplexities. 
Second, that he is brimful of sympathy 
In other people'-s gladness. He is 
heartily, genuinely glad of every bit 
of good luck or joy which comes to 
other people. Thirdly, he l)as a keen 
sense of htmior, and never Ict.^ any 
droll thing escape him; he tliiiiks it 
worth -while to laugh tind to make 
eviM-ybody about him laugh, at every 
iimusing thing, no matter how small, 
he lias his laugh, and a good, h(\irty 
liingh, too, iind tries to m;ike every- 
hod.\- share it. Patience, sympathy and 
liuuKU- — tlies(! arc the three most man- 
ife.-!t traits in the cheery person. But 
there io something else, which is more 
an omotion than a tr:iit, more a state 
of feeling than a cpiality of mind. This 
is loyingness. This is tlie secret so 
far as there is a secret; this is the 
real point of difference between the 
mirth of the witty and sarcastic per- 
son, which does no good, and the mirth 
of the cheery person, which "doeth 
goQd like a medicine." 

Somebody once asked a jrreat painter 
whose pictures were remarkable for 
their oxqiiislte and beautiful coloring. 

"Pray. Mr. , how do you mix 

your colors'.'" 

"Witli br.ains, madam — with bniins," 
growled the painter. Ills ill-nature 
.spoke tlie truth. .Ml men had, or might 
Iia\'o, tho colors he used; but no roiin 
in'oduced the cok.irs he produced. 

So I would s.-iy of cheeriness. Pat- 
ience, .sympathy ;ind liunior are llio 
colors; but patience may he niere dog- 
gedness .-md reticence; syinpalh.v may 
be ^vordy and shallow, iind selfish, 
and humor may be only a sharp per- 
ce])tion of tho ridiculous. Only when 
they are mixed with love— -love, three 
times love — do we havd the -true good 
cheer of genuine cheery peoplo.T-The 
Christian Globe. - , '-

NINE MONTHS' TRADE. 

Volume of Overseas Business Carried 
By Deep Water Ships. 

During the nine months ending 
March 31 la.st, when the llscal year 
ended, -I'l.SCS tons of . freight fr<un 
oversetis was landed b.v deep-sea 
steamers at the outer dock, and dur- 
ing tho same peclod 17,6:;0 tons of 
nversetis freight was carried, from 
thl.s port by deopwater vessels. Dur- 
ing the nine months . ending March 
31, 46,197 passengei^ .from oversea 
points were landed here; without con- 
sideration of tlie many thousands 
carried by the coasting steamers.

We have pro- 
vided for the bettor protection of 
prisoners and wounded, and for 9. more 
full recognition of the Red Cross and 
other societies in the interests of hu- 
manity. This was tho flrst time that 
all the nations of the globe over met 
ill amicable conference. 

"The debates wore interestiiiK and 
intelligent. 'I'liere was no acrimony, 
iiol a liarsli word uttered. lOverywbere 
was evident and eariii'sl desire to liring; 
Ine peojile trigetlier, ami when the te.\t 
of tlie fourteen adopteil conventions is 
studied everyone will bo struck by their 
iiiiportaiice, not only i\s alTectiiig tlie 
lireseiit but as indicating ,stlll better 
result.s at the next confcroiice. One 
of our most liuiiortant works was llie 
agroeiiienl to liold 'the next conference 
in ei.nlit years, tho .same period tiiat 
el.-ipsed Ijctweeii the llrst and second 
nieeliiigs at 'rile Hague.
